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REPORT ON THE IMPORT 
DUTIES ACT INQUIRY, 
1933 


HEN on the 1st March, 1932, the British Govern- 
ment by the Import Duties Act of that year 
imposed a 10 per cent. ad valorem Customs duty 

on all goods imported into the United Kingdom (with 
certain exceptions) it made provision for the Board of 
Trade to review the effects it might have had on industry 
by the collection of statistical returns. In accordance 
with the terms of this Act an inquiry was undertaken by 
the Board and the results are now becoming available. 

Part I of the “ Import Duties Act Inquiry, 1933 ” deals 
with the following trades : 

Textiles (15 trades) 

Leather and Clothing (6 trades) 

Food (5 trades) 

Chemical and Allied Trades (9 trades) 

And certain Miscellaneous Trades (9 trades, including 
rubber, fancy articles, linoleum, games and toys, 
sports requisites). 

The information collected by the Board of Trade shows 
for both the year 1930 (before the Customs duties were 
imposed) and for 1933 (a year after the duties) a general 
summary of the state of each trade with a detailed analysis 
of the following subjects as far as it is possible to give it— 
total selling values and quantities of goods produced, the 
values per unit of the principal products and the average 
values of exports and imports. Figures are also given 
comparing the home production with exports and retained 
imports and in many cases showing the share of the home 
market held by British goods in each of the two years. 

Finally, the number of workers employed in the various 
industries before and after the tariff change are given. 
(The clerical and administrative staff are shown separately.) 

The facts revealed in this survey will be of wide interest, 
particularly as the inquiry constituted the first statistical 
review of the industrial position that has been carried out 
since the general change that took place in 1932 in the tariff 
policy of the United Kingdom.

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Foreign Exchanges in November (Page 774) 

London rates showed an increase on balance 
ranging from 0-3 to 0-9 per cent. in the value of the 
pound in relation to six of the first eight currencies 
tabulated, but a depreciation of 0-1 per cent. in 
terms of belgas. Both the United States and the 
Canadian dollar moved narrowly to the slight 
advantage of sterling, which also gained 0-4 per cent.

Shipping Movements at U.K. Ports (Page 776) 

The net tonnage of vessels in the foreign trade 
that arrived during October, 1935, with cargo was 
15 per cent. less than in October, 1934, while 
arrivals in ballast showed a decline of 1:8 per cent. 
Tonnage departing with cargo was 38-2 per cent. 
greater and that in ballast about the same as a year 
earlier. The coasting trade showed all-round in- 
creases, arrivals and departures with cargo rising by 
53 and 4-9 per cent. and in ballast by 5-4 and 7'1- per 
cent. respectively.

The average of the rates for French francs and 
Dutch florins in London in the week ended November 2 
represented a depreciation in the value of the pound 
sterling of 39:8 per cent, as compared with the closing 
rate on September 19, 1931. Comparing the same 
periods, the rates for Swiss francs and reichsmarks 
represented a depreciation in the value of the pound of 
89:2 and 40°5 per cent., respectively, and for Spanish 
pesetas and lire a depreciation of 828 and 34-9 per 
cent.; in the case of belgas and Czechoslovak crowns 
the depreciation was 16-2 and 27°6 per cent., respec- 
tively. The London exchange rates on seven of these 
centres, the exception being Brussels, showed a 
slight movement in favour of sterling in the week 
ended November 9; in terms of belgas the pound 
declined slightly in value. The rates remained sub- 
stantially unchanged during the following week, but in 
each of the last two weeks of the month there was a 
slight appreciation of sterling in relation to each of the 
above-mentioned eight currencies, except lire, the rate 
for which showed no appreciable change up to Novem- 
ber 21, since when this currency has not been quoted 
on the London market. On balance there was an in- 
crease in the value of the pound in relation to six of 
the currencies mentioned, ranging from 0:3 to 0-9 per 
cent., but in terms of belgas the pound depreciated by 
0:1 per cent. during the month. 


The London exchange rates for the three Scandina- 
vian currencies remained unchanged throughout the 
month. 


The average of the United States dollar rates in 
London in the week ended November 2 represented an 
appreciation in the value of the pound sterling of 1-2 
per cent. as compared with the closing rate on Septem- 
ber 19, 1931. The dollar rate moved within narrow 
limits during November, the closing rate on Novem- 
ber 80 showing sterling at a premium of 1:3 per cent., 
as compared with a premium of 1 per cent. at the end 
of October. 


The average of the rates for the Canadian dollar 
during the week ended November 2 represented an

Exchange rates for the Shanghai dollar are included 
in the table for the first time. The rate for the week 
ended November 2, 1935, showed a depreciation of 36:8 
per cent. in the value of this currency relative to 
the comparable rate on September 19, 1931. The 
average rate for the dollar in November was 14-58d., as 
compared with average rates of 17°52d. in October and 
18-38d. in September. In mid-October the rate was 
18d., a week later 17d., and on October 81 147d. After 
a slight recovery to 153d. at the beginning of Novem- 
ber, the rate remained at between 14;,d. and 14§d. 
from the fourth to the end of the month. It is 
reported that the Chinese Government decided to 
nationalise silver as from November 4 and that the 
dollar is to be kept stable at the present level, viz. : 
a rate for sterling of about 14$d.-143d. For this 
purpose the Government banks will buy and sell 
foreign exchange in unlimited quantities. 


According to information received from Buenos Aires 
the average tender rate for the Argentine peso 
remained unchanged at 17:02 pesos to the pound 
during the four weeks ended November 15, while the 
free market rate depreciated from 1800 pesos to the 
pound on October 18 to 18:25 pesos on November 8, 
and appreciated to 1814 pesos to the pound on 
November 15.

MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN OCTOBER 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during October, 1935, with cargo for discharge at the 
port of arrival amounted to 6,947,000 tons, and was 
107,000 tons (1-5 per cent.) less than in October, 1934. 
Substantial proportionate declines were shown in the 
arrivals with cargo from Australasia, from the West 
Indies and Central America (Atlantic Coast)—due 
mainly to reduced shipments of refined petroleum from 
Mexico and the Dutch West Indies, and from South 
and Central America (Pacific Coast). Relatively small 
decreases were recorded for five of the remaining areas. 
A feature of the returns, however, was the marked in- 
crease in the tonnage which arrived with cargo from 
‘* Central and Eastern Mediterranean Countries.’’ In 
this connection it may be noted that, whereas no grain 
was consigned from Russian ports in October, 1934, 
large supplies of wheat and barley arrived from those 
ports during October of this year. As regards the 
nationalities of the vessels, the only important changes 
were a substantial decrease of 270,000 tons (6 per cent.) 
in British tonnage and a marked increase of 103,000 
tons (55 per cent.) in the case of French vessels. 
The net tonnage of vessels of *‘ Other Nationalities ’’ 
—chiefly Greek, Danish and Russian—was higher by 
100,000 tons (9 per cent.). About 59 per cent. of the 
net tonnage that arrived with cargo in October, 1935, 
was British, as against 62 per cent. a year earlier. 


The net tonnage of vessels that arrived during the 
month at any port without cargo for discharge at that 
port (recorded as arriving in ballast) totalled 2,736,000 
tons, or 51,000 tons (1°8 per cent.) less than in October 
of last year. British tonnage increased by 28.000 tons 
(2 per cent.) and Dutch by 24,000 tons (20 per cent.), 





while a reduction of 44,000 tons (27 per cent.) was 
recorded for Norwegian tonnage, and Danish and 
Japanese vessels contributed largely to a decline of 
66,000 tons (18 per cent.) in respect of ‘* Other 
Nationalities.’’ The British proportion of the net ton- 
nage that arrived in ballast rose from 62 per cent. in 
October, 1934, to 65 per cent. in October, 1935, while, 
of the total British tonnage which arrived, 30 per cent. 
was in ballast in the later, as compared with 29 per 
cent. in the earlier month. 


Foreign Trade, Departures.—The net tonnage of 
vessels that departed during October, 1935, from ports 
at which they had loaded cargo for abroad aggregated 
6,082,000 tons, or 190,000 tons (3:2 per cent.) more 
than the corresponding total for October, 1934. In- 
creases were recorded in the tonnage that departed with 
cargo for the majority of the trading areas, the largest 
being in respect of ‘‘ Northern Europe (Foreign).”’ 
Larger proportionate increases, however, were shown 
for “‘ West and South Africa ’’ and the Irish Free 
State, the increase in the case of the last-mentioned 
area being due to larger exports of coal. On the other 
hand, a marked decrease, resulting from reduced coal 
exports to Italy, was recorded in the tonnage departing 
with cargo to ‘‘ Central and Eastern Mediterranean 
Countries.’’ The tonnage of British vessels was higher 
by 213,000 tons (6 per cent.) and French and German 
tonnage each increased by 32,000 tons (11 per cent.), 
while the only. decreases of any importance were in 
respect of Greek and Spanish vessels, included among 
** Other Nationalities.’’ . About 65 per. cent. of the net 
tonnage that departed with cargo in October, 1935, was 
British, as compared with 63 per cent. a year earlier. 
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The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad 
(recorded as departing in ballast) amounted during the 
month to 3,844,000 tons and was about the same as 
in October, 1934. Decreases of 164,000 tons (7 per 
cent.) in British tonnage and 48,000 tons (15 per cent.) 
in Norwegian were offset by increases of 70,000 tons 
(74 per cent.) and 44,000 tons (21 per cent.), respec- 
tively, in the tonnage of French and Dutch vessels, 
and of 79,000 tons (15 per cent.) in that of vessels of 
‘Other Nationalities ’’—chiefly Russian and Swedish. 
The British proportion of the net tonnage that de- 
parted in ballast declined from about 58 per cent. in 
October, 1934, to 54 per cent. in October, 1935. Of the 
total British tonnage that departed, only about 35 per 
cent, was in ballast in the later, as compared with 38 
per cent. in the earlier month. 


Movement at Chief Ports.—Particulars of the 
arrivals and departures in the foreign trade at the chief 
ports in the United Kingdom, distinguishing the 
nationalities of the vessels, appear on page 778.

Decreases in the tonnage arriving with cargo were 
recorded for the majority of the chief ports. The sub- 
stantial increase in the departures with cargo at 
London was chiefly in the traffic with European coun- 
tries and with Australasia. A change in practice of 
certain French liners, which called at Plymouth in 


‘October, 1934, but at Southampton in October, 1935, 


accounts largely for the considerable fluctuations 
shown in the arrivals in ballast and departures with 
cargo at those ports. 


Coasting Trade.—The net tonnage of the arrivals and 
departures with cargo in the coasting trade increased 
by 117,000 tons (5:3 per cent.) and 107,000 tons (49 
per cent.), respectively. Increases of 134,000 tons 
(5-4 per cent.) in the arrivals and 170,000 tons (7-1 per 
cent.) in the departures were recorded in respect of the 
tonnage of vessels in ballast. The principal changes 
at the chief ports, as compared with October, 1934,

In the third quarter of 1935 the average prices of 
foodstuffs as a whole were 4-6 per cent. cheaper than 
in the previous quarter; vegetable products were 10 per 
cent. cheaper, and sugar, coffee, cocoa about 6 per cent. 
cheaper, but animal products were 6 per cent. dearer. 
Compared with the third quarter of 1934, average prices 
of foodstuffs were about 14 per cent. lower; this decline 
was shared by each of the three sub-groups, being most 
marked in respect of vegetable products, which fell by 
20 per cent. 


In the industrial materials group, average prices last 
quarter were 1-1 per cent. lower than in the preceding 
quarter, the textiles and miscellaneous groups having 
declined by 46 and 1°0 per cent., respectively, while a 
rise of 1-1 per cent. occurred in the minerals and metals 
group. Compared with the corresponding quarter of 
1934, the index for industrial materials was 2-7 per 
cent. higher, each of the three sub-groups contributing 
to this increase. 


The grouping of commodities according to origin 
shows that prices for national products fell in July, but 
increased during the next two months; the index num- 
ber for July (353) is the lowest recorded since the index 
was first published in June, 1926. Average prices for 
national products in the September quarter were 2-7 
per cent. lower than in the preceding quarter, but no 
ehange was recorded for imported products. Compared 
with the third quarter of 1934, national products were 








about 10 per cent. cheaper, while imported products 
rose by about 5 per cent.

Agricultural produce as a whole rose in the first two 
months of last quarter, but declined slightly in the 
third month, the average for the quarter being 3:3 per 
cent. higher than for the previous quarter. The in- 
crease was caused mainly by the higher prices for cattle 
and foodstuffs of animal origin. Compared with the 
corresponding quarter of 1934, prices for the group 
showed an increase of 4:7 per cent. 


The average prices of industrial materials and semi- 
finished products rose by nearly 1 per cent. as com- 
pared with the preceding quarter. Among the com- 
modities comprising this group, textiles and non- 
ferrous metals increased in price by 49 and 3-9 per 
cent., respectively, while the price of rubber fell by 
2:7 per cent. Price movements of the other commodi- 
ties were only slight. Compared with a year earlier, 
prices for the group as a whole declined by about 1 pet 
cent. With the exception of rubber, which fell by 
30 per cent., the changes in prices of the classes im- 
cluded within the group were not important, ranging 
from an increase of 2:1 per cent. for textiles to 4 
decrease of 3-1 per cent. for skins and leathers.

Prices for both producers’ and consumers’ goods fell 
slightly during the quarter, but the average for the 
latter group was the same as in the June quarter. The 
index for industrial finished goods as a whole showed a 
slight decline. Compared with the corresponding 
quarter of 1934, the index for this group was higher 
by 8:0 per cent., due to higher prices of consumers’ 
goods. ;

Prices of foodstuffs cheapened in July and August, 
but became dearer in September, the average for the 
three months being substantially the same as that for 
the preceding quarter; compared with the third quarter 
of 1934 there was an increase of about 12 per cent. 


Prices of industrial materials as a whole were higher 
last quarter than in the previous quarter, the more 
important increases being for coal tar and derivatives 
(75 per cent.), fats (73 per cent.), metallurgical 
products (5-0 per cent.) and chemicals (4°1 per cent.), 
while the only declines were for resinous products 
(82 per cent.), rubber (2°9 per cent.) and textiles (1:3 
per cent.). Compared with the corresponding quarter 
of 1934, average prices were lower for rubber, coal tar 
and derivatives, and tobacco by 6-6, 5°5 and 3-5 per 
cent., respectively. All other commodity groups 
shown in the above table except glass, for which no 
change was recorded, were dearer, the increases 
ranging from 53 per cent. for fats to 1-2 per cent. for 
fuel; in the aggregate the increase amounted to 18 per 
cent,

Prices continued to rise during the third quarter of 
this year, and each group of commodities for which 
index numbers are shown in the above table recorded 
increases as compared with the June quarter. These 
increases ranged from one-half of one per cent. in the 
case of chemicals to about 14 per cent. in the case of 
vegetable products. 


In the foods group prices were 4-7 per cent. higher 
than in the preceding quarter and about 18 per cent. 
higher than in the September quarter of 1934. 


Raw materials, semi-finished goods and finished 
goods were dearer than in the second quarter of 1935, 
the increases being 9°6, 3-5 and 80 per cent., respec- 
tively. Compared with the third quarter of 1934, 
prices rose for raw materials by 81 per cent., for semi- 
finished goods by nearly 11 per cent. and for finished 
goods by nearly 14 per cent.

The slight declines in the prices of farm products and 
foods which occurred in June continued during July, 
but in August and September prices rose in both 
groups. For farm products, the average for the 
quarter was, however, 1-5 per cent. less than for the 
June quarter; in the case of foods the index was 0°7 
per cent. higher. Among the industrial groups, hides 
and leather products and textile products were 2°4 and 
2:0 per cent., respectively, higher than in the preceding 
quarter, and fuel and lighting and building materials 
each rose by 0°7 per cent. Declines were recorded for 
chemicals and drugs and for miscellaneous commodi- 
ties of 2°2 and 1:7 per cent., respectively, and house 
furnishings showed a slight decline. Compared with 
the September quarter of 1934, farm products and 
foods were dearer by about 134 and 15 per cent., 
respectively. Rises occurred for hides and leather 
products (6°1 per cent.) and for chemicals and drugs 
(43 per cent.). All other groups showed declines, 
which ranged from 0°1 per cent. for textiles to 3-9 per 
cent. for the miscellaneous group. 


A regrouping of the commodities used in the index 
shows that while raw materials declined in price by 
0-6 per cent. in the third quarter of the year as com- 
pared with the second quarter, semi-manufactured 
articles and finished manufactures each rose by about 
one-half of one per cent. Compared with a year earlier 
raw materials, semi-manufactured articles and finished 
manufactures were dearer by 76, 1-5 and 4-4 per cent., 
respectively.

To the student of affairs 
and those interested in the development of the oversea 
Empire, this volume provides a handy reference book 
to the available official trade statistics in a concise 
form. 


In the present issue statistics of finance, production, 
etc., of Empire countries are not included, as here- 
tofore.

A series of general notes at the beginning of the 
volume is designed to give the reader a brief account of 
the principal qualifications affecting the trade statistics 
of the countries concerned.

INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION FOR SAFETY 
OF LIFE AT SEA, 1929 


APPLICATION TO ITALIAN TERRITORIES 


In accordance with the provisions of the Inter- 
national Convention for the Safety of Life at Sea, 
1929, arrangements have been made by the Italian 
Government to apply the Convention to the Italian 
Colonies of Libya, Eritrea and Somaliland and to the 
Italian islands of the Aegean. The Convention became 
operative in these territories on October 80, 1935. 


TRADE DEBTS OUTSTANDING IN 
ROUMANIA 


In connection with the expiry on January 81, 1936, 
of the Anglo-Roumanian Payments Agreement of 
August 3, 1935, the Board of Trade are collecting in- 
formation as to the total amount of debts due on or 
before November 80, 1935, but not paid to persons or 
firms in the United Kingdom in respect of goods sold to 
persons or firms in Roumania.

INSURANCE COMPANIES LAW IN ECUADOR 


H.M. Representative in Quito has forwarded the 
text and translation of a Law, dated October 4, 1935, 
regulating the operations of foreign, as well as of 
national, insurance companies in Ecuador. 

The Law, which will come into force on January 1, 
1936, requires every insurance company operating in 
the country by means of branches, agencies or offices, 
or in any other manner, to apply within 90 days there- 
after for a special authorisation from the Directorate 
of Banks to continue operations. 

The Law also makes provisions regarding the amount 
of capital to be held, its investment, the rendering of 
monthly accounts, and submission to Ecuadorean 
jurisdiction. 

The Executive Power is authorised to issue regula 
tions, but the issue of such regulations has not so far 
been reported.

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
STAVES 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Addi- 
tional Import Duties (No. 33) Order, 1935 (Statutory 
Rules and Orders, 1935 (No. 1174) ), modifying the 
import duty on staves. 

Under the Additional Import Duties (No. 18) Order, 
1933, an additional duty of 10 per cent. was imposed 
on staves, hollowed or bent. One effect of this Order 
has been to charge with additional duty cylindrically 
sawn staves which have undergone only a simple saw- 
ing process, but under the new Order, additional duty 
will not be charged on staves not further prepared than 
sawn (whether cylindrically or otherwise) and will be 
charged on staves further prepared than sawn, whether 
in either case they are hollowed or bent or not. All 
staves which have undergone any process of prepara 
tion or manufacture beyond sawing will thus be liable 
to a total duty of 20 per cent. The Order takes effect 
from Friday, December 6, 1935.

PROGRESS OF FUEL RESEARCH 


Increased efficiency, not oil, is responsible for decreasing 
consumption of coal, according to the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research. The *Report of the 
Fuel Research Board, with which is issued the Report by 
the Director of Fuel Research for the Year ended March 31, 
1935, is made the occasion for a review of the progress 
achieved in the Fuel Industry during the twenty-five years 
of His Majesty’s reign. Consideration is given to the rela- 
tion between the Board’s researches and the remarkable 
changes which are taking place in the utilisation of coal. 

Despite increasing industrial prosperity and rising popu- 
lation, the consumption of coal in Great Britain has fallen 
from 180 million tons a year in 1910 to 165 million tons in 
1934. It is sometimes suggested that this fall is due to the 
replacement of coal by oil, but the Report shows that this is 
largely erroneous, and the decrease is due mainly to the 
increased efficiency of practically every process for which 
coal is used. 


ELrectricity AND Gas INDUSTRIES 


In 1910, about 4} million tons of coal were required to pro- 
duce 2,500 million units of electricity, while for the 16,100 
million units generated by authorised undertakings in 1934 
only 11-4 million tons were necessary. If the efficiency of 
production of electrical power had remained the same, 29 
million tons of coal would have been used in 1934, 

The gas industry has also made great advances, and in 
the period under review the gas supplied by all authorised 
gas undertakings in Great Britain increased from 178,000 
million cubic feet in 1910 to 295,300 million cu. ft. in 1934, 
while in the same period the coal used only increased from 
15:1 to 17-1 million tons a year. If the efficiency of the 
process of gas manufacture had remained stationary 
throughout the period, an additional 7-9 million tons of 
coal would have been needed by the industry in 1934. 


Coxe Oven INDUSTRY 


Coke ovens now supply 18,000 million cu. ft. per annum 
to the gas industry. This closer co-operation between the 
two sections of the carbonising industry emphasises the 
need for an examination of the type of coal-blends suitable 
for coke and gas manufacture, a question that is being in- 
vestigated at the Fuel Research Station. 

The coke-oven industry is closely associated with the iron 
and steel industries, whose coal requirements have fallen 
by some 15 million tons a year. A considerable proportion of 
this is due to reduction in the amount of pig iron produced, 
but it is claimed by the British Iron and Steel Federation 
that since 1923, largely from the application of the results 
of research, £4,500,000 per annum has been saved in the cost 
of fuel. This figure indicates broadly that about 6 million 
tons less coal were necessary in 1934 than would otherwise 
have been the case. 


Use or Putverisep Fue. 


The economies in the use of coal in furnaces have been 
secured largely by burning it in a form that enables it to be 
fed at a controlled rate into the combustion space. The 
greatly increased use of mechanical stokers and of pul- 
verised fuel has given to coal and coke a large measure of the 
flexibility possessed by fluids such as oil and gas. Quite sub- 
stantial advances are taking place at present in applying 
mechanical stokers to comparatively small coal or coke- 
burning units such as are installed for central heating. 

The use of pulverised fuel has increased in the last five 
years from 2? million tons per annum to over 44 million tons. 
The Pulverised Fuel Report states : — 

‘* Pulverised fuel is used for many purposes, and there has 
lately been a marked expansion in its application to metal- 
lurgical purposes, which include heating and re-heating billets, 
smelting and melting, annealing and copper refining. It is of 
interest to record that at the end of 1933 the first plant for 
supplying coal ready pulverised was installed by a colliery 
in Yorkshire, and that pulverised coal of a standardised calorific 
value is now being offered from a plant in the London area for 
delivery in tank wagons to small consumers. 

‘Though these economies have the immediate result that 
less coal is mined, the total energy derived from coal and use- 
fully applied was appreciably greater in 1934 than in 1910. The 
gain in efficiency has an important bearing on the cost of living 
and the cost of production of manufactured articles."’ 


CLEANED CoaL 


In the last eight years the amount of coal cleaned has 
risen from 51-4 million tons, or 20 per cent. of the total coal

raised, to 87-5 million tons a year, or 40 per cent. of the 
total. 

The notable advances that have been made in cleaning 
coal, both by wet and by dry processes, have resulted ing 
reduction in the amount of inert material that is trang. 
ported from the collieries and handled, as clinker and ash, 
after the coal has been burnt; at the same time they have 
increased the difficulties of disposing of the dirt at the 
collieries. 

IMPROVEMENTS TO COME 

Future improvements leading to increased economy jp 
the use of fuel, the Report states, will depend more and 
more on the selection of the most suitable coal for the 
particular purpose required, and pre-treatment of the coal 
before its final combustion will become of increasing im. 
portance. The pre-treatment starts at the collieries, where 
the coal is graded and cleaned as required. The grading 
may consist of sizing alone, or may include blending the 
coal from different seams or the separation of the coal from 
one seam into different portions such as ‘‘ hards’’ and 
“ brights.”’ Further pre-treatment consists in converting 
coal into gas, coke and tar, or its energy may be converted 
into electricity. The tar, or the coal itself, may be con. 
verted into motor spirit or oils. 


Boarp’s Reskarcu PRoGRAMME 

The programme of research carried out by the Board is 
related to. a greater or lesser extent to all these develop. 
ments. Good progress is reported in the National Coal 
Survey which must form the foundation of future develop. 
ment in the use of coal. This work is being carried out in 
nine laboratories situated in the principal coalfields, and 
large-scale investigations are carried out at the Fuel Re. 
search Station. The object of the Survey is the examination 
of the coal seams as they occur in the ground and the various 
grades of coal as they are prepared and marketed by the 
different collieries.

Importations of competitive goods are comparatively 
small, the total for printing inks in 1934 being 176,941 
dols., of which the United Kingdom’s share was 56,876 
dols. and the United States share 119,348 dols. Writing 
inks were imported to the value of 30,972 dols., our share 
being 13,546 dols. and the American share 14,942 dols. 
Lists of the leading firms in the stationery trade and of 
printers’ supply houses can be obtained from the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade, together with a list of the principal 
printers in the Dominion (about 250 names). 


BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


The extent of the business recovery during the first nine 
months of the present year is indicated by the volume of 
business, Canadian official index figures being 100-6, as 
compared with 77-4 in the same period of 1933. The upward 
change in wholesale prices was relatively moderate, but the 
index figure covering the wholesale prices of 567 commodities 
was 71-9 during the first nine months of this year as com- 
pared with 66-7 two years ago. 

Expansion in manufacturing operations during the same 
period in 1935 was pronounced, the index figure being 
96-7, as compared with 77-3 during the same period of 1933. 
As regards actual volumes of trade during these periods, the 
imports of raw cotton increased by nearly 8 per cent. ; 
newsprint production was at a much higher level; condi- 
tions in the lumber industry, so far as exports of planks and 
hoards were concerned, showed a gain of 38 per cent.; a 
higher level of operations was shown by the iron and steel 
industry (pig iron and steel ingot), and the automobile and 
allied industries also have participated fully in the revival 
of trade. Crude rubber imports showed a gain of 50 per 
cent., and crude petroleum, one indication of improved 
spending power, showed a gain of over 17 per cent. The 
construction industry, while at a comparatively low level, 
nevertheless showed an appreciable improvement, as also 
did electric power production.

FRUIT SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that, between 
November 7 and 20 the following quantities of Canadian 
fruit were dispatched to various United Kingdom and Con. 
tinental ports:—Apples, 116,510 barrels, 1,950 half-barrels, 
262,990 boxes, 110 half-boxes, 840 hampers, ‘and 110 cartons; 
pears, 700 boxes, 20 half- boxes, and 20 hampers; cran- 
berries, 50 boxes; plums, 500 crates, 


Canadian apple exports during the current shipping 
season down to November 8, 1935, totalled 663,369 barrels, 
29,568 half-barrels, and 1,036,186 boxes, as compared with 
438,258 barrels, 31,121 half-barrels, and 883,319 boxes 
during the corresponding period last year. 


CYPRUS 
WEATHER AND CROP CONDITIONS 


Weather conditions have been favourable and agricultural 
operations are well advanced for the time of year. Sufficient 
quantities of rain have fallen to enable farmers to start 
sowing with every prospect of success. General price levels 
have been rather variable during the month, the price of 
wheat especially having fluctuated considerably. Early 
lambing has started under fairly favourable conditions, 
Natural pasture is growing very quickly and a good season 
for livestock is expected. 


The early rains have given a good chance for the better 
preparation of the fields for wheat; seed wheat has been 
exported to Greece; stocks of wheat are good and sales 
are satisfactory. Barley sowing has become general, par- 
ticularly for the production of early green barley for live- 
stock; prospects are hopeful; old stock is limited. Stocks 
of oats are very limited. 


A good crop of potatoes, estimated to be above the 
average, is in sight. The demand for Paphos onions for 
export to Egypt and the United Kingdom continues to be 
satisfactory. There is a good production of onion sets. 


Cotton picking is now completed. Flax retting is com- 
pleted; preparation of the land for flax cultivation is now 
well in hand. 


Citrus trees, generally speaking, are in excellent con-. 
dition. Considerable quantities of lemons have been ex- 
ported and very good prices have been obtained on the 
United Kingdom market; the quantities exported in boxes 
have greatly exceeded those of previous years. 


As regards vines and vine products vintage is now over, 
and the 20 per cent. increased production is confirmed; 
the quality of raisins made this year compares favourably 
with that of last year.—Government of Cyprus Information 
Office in London. 


IRISH FREE STATE 
FOREIGN TRADE IN OCTOBER

The returns of French foreign trade for the first ten 
months of 1935 show that the value of imports amounted to 
17,276 million francs, as against 19,432 million frs. in the 
first ten months of 1934, a decrease of 2,156 million frs., or 
about 11 per cent., and that of exports to 12,767 million frs., 
as against 14,639 million frs., a decrease of 1,872 million frs., 
or nearly 13 per cent. 

Imports of foodstuffs fell by 1,153 million frs. (18-5 per 
cent.), raw materials by 364 million frs. (3-8 per cent.), and 
manufactured articles by 639 million frs. (17-8 per cent.). 
Exports of foodstuffs rose by 12 million frs. (0-5 per cent.), 
whereas there was a fall of 781 million frs. (18-2 per cent.) 
in those of raw materials and 1,103 million frs. (13-2 per 
cent.) in those of manufactured articles, 

For the first ten months of the year there was an adverse 
balance of visible exchanges amounting to 4,509 million frs.,

as against 4,793 million frs. for the corresponding period of 
last year. In October there was a slight rise in the value of 
both imports and exports over the very low figures recorded 
in September. 

As regards weight, imports in the first ten months of 1935 
amounted to 87,035,000 tons, as against 38,317,000 tons in 
the corresponding period of 1934, a decrease of 1,282,000 
tons, and exports to 24,224,000 tons, as against 23,316,000 
tons, an increase of 908,000 tons. Imports of foodstuffs fell 
by 404,000 tons, of raw materials by 661,000 tons and manu- 
factured articles by 218,000 tons. Exports of foodstuffs rose 
by 615,000 tons and of raw materials by 752,000 tons, but 
there was a fall of 459,000 tons in those of manufactured 
articles.

The Guaranty Trust Company’s preliminary index of 
business activity in October was 76-7, as against 71-6 the 
month before and 65:3 a year earlier. The company’s com- 
modity price index on November 15 was 55:1, as against 
56-7 the month before and 50-9 a year earlier. 

Sales of 24 store chains, including two mail order houses, 
in October were 11-7 per cent. above a year ago and 13 per 
cent. above September. Mail order houses alone showed a 
21 per cent. increase above a year ago. 

Production of electricity in the week ended November 16 
was 14-6 per cent. above that of a year before, and marked 
the fourth successive weekly new high level. 

Sales of life insurance in October were 1 per cent. above 
those of the year before. New business in the first ten 
months of this year was about the same as in the corre- 
sponding months of last year. 

The value of exports in October was 12 per cent. above 
September, while imports increased by 17 per cent.; 
normally the seasonal rise in exports in October is 16 per 
cent., and in imports 7 per cent. ; 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended November 23 was 84-3, as against 
85-0 both for the week and the fortnight before.—Guaranty

SWEDEN—IRAQ 
PROVISIONAL COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


A provisional Commercial Agreement has been concluded 
between Sweden and Iraq by an Exchange of Notes at 
Bagdad on November 3, 1935. 


By this Agreement, which came into force immediately, 
and is subject to denunciation at three months’ notice, the 
two countries agreed to reciprocal most-favoured-nation 
treatment in regard to the Exchange of Goods, 


Exceptions to most-favoured-nation treatment are made 
in the case of favours granted to facilitate frontier trade 
or as a result of a Customs Union, privileges granted 
by Sweden under the “‘ Scandinavian ’’ clause, or favours 
granted by Iraq to countries which in 1914 were wholly 
within the Asiatic dominions of Turkey.

1. Under the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 12) Order, 
1935, made by virtue of their powers under the Second 
Schedule to the Import Duties Act, 1932, the Treasury direct 
that as from November 28, 1935, drawback, as provided for 
by the said Schedule, shall be allowed and paid on the ex- 
portation or shipment as stores of goods of the following 
class or description :— 


Glass syphon vases. 


2. Title to Drawback.—In order to establish a title to this 
drawback the following conditions must be satisfied :— 

(a) The goods must be exported or shipped as stores 
by the importer or by some person who has taken de- 
livery thereof directly from the importer. 

(b) The goods must be the same goods as those on 
which duty was paid on importation, and be in the same 
state as that in which they were imported. 

(c) The goods must not have been used. 

(d) The fact that duty under Part I of the Import 
Duties Act, 1932, was paid on the goods and the amount 
of that duty must be proved to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioners. 


3. Amount of Drawback.—The drawback to be allowed 
under the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 12) Order, 1935, 
shall be an amount equal to the aggregate amount of the 
duty or duties chargeable under Part I of the Import Duties 
Act, 1932, which is proved to the satisfaction of the Com- 
missioners of Customs and Excise to have been paid.

PAPUA AND NEW GUINEA PREFERENCE TARIFF

Under the Customs Tariff (Papua and New Guinea Preference) 1934, various goods the produce or manufacture of the 
Territories of Papua and New Guinea are admitted free of duty and the Customs Tariffs, 1933, provide for special rates on 
denatured spirit for use as motor fuel, secondhand goods sent to the Commonwealth for repairs, and on pyrites. 

The proposals provide, as from and after a time and date to be fixed by Proclamation, for the continuance of the position 
as set out in the preceding paragraph and for the application of the British Preferential Tariff to all other goods from those 
Territories with the exception that the General Tariff rate is retained on bananas and provision is made for the duty on tea 
in packages exceeding 20 lb. net weight to be reduced from the present General Tariff rate of 3d. per lb. to 1d. per Ib.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 
IMPOSITION OF SANCTIONS AGAINST ITALY 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Proclamation 
No. 219 of 1935, effective on and from Uctober 31, which 
prohibits the exportation or transhipment from the Union 
to Italy or any Italian possession of any of the arms, 
munitions and implements of war enumerated in the 
Schedule to the Proclamation. The list of arms is sub- 
stantially the same as that included in Part I of the 
Schedule to the United Kingdom ‘‘ Treaty of Peace 
(Covenant of the League of Nations) Order, 1935 ”’ (see the 
‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of October 31 (page 621) ). The arms in question 
may not be loaded in the Union for export unless the bill of 
lading definitely states the port or ports of discharge. 

The Proclamation also states that any person shall be 
guilty of an offence who, whether directly or through an 
intermediary of whatsoever nationality : 

(a) lends money to or for, or 

(b) subscribes to any loan, issued in Italy or elsewhere, 
by or for, or 

(c) accords banking or other credits, or continues to 
give execution, by advance, overdraft or other- 
wise, to an existing contract to lend directly or 
indirectly, to or for, or 

(d) issues shares or other capital flotations for, or _ 

(e) subscribes to any issue of shares or other capital 
flotations issued in Italy or elsewhere, for 


the Italian Government or any person, corporation, or 
public authority, in Italian territory. 


FOREIGN 


BRAZIL (PERNAMBUCO) 
CONTROL OF IMPORTED FOODSTUFFS 


Recent State Decrees provide for the institution of a 
system of bromatological control over all foreign foodstuffs 
in Pernambuco. As from October 1, the clearance of food- 
stuffs through the Customs is to be permitted only on pre- 
sentation of the relevant bromatological certificate, for the 
issue of which a tax of 2 per cent. of the average value is to 
be charged.

EGYPT 


IMPORTATION OF FRUITS AND SEEDS OF 
LEGUMINOUS PLANTS 


The Egyptian ‘ Journal Officiel’’ of November 21, 1935, 
contains a Decree, dated November 12, 1935, and effective as 
from date of publication, which prohibits (except under per- 
mit from the Egyptian Ministry of Agriculture) the im- 
portation of fruits and seeds of leguminous plants into 
Egypt. 


FRANCE 
EXPORT BOUNTY ON BUTTER SUSPENDED

paid on good quality butters exported from France, it should 
be noted that the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ” of November 22 
announces the suspension of this bounty as from that date. 


EXHAUSTION OF QUOTAS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of November - 28 
announces the exhaustion of the quotas fixed for the import 
of various goods into France until December 31, in con- 
sequence of which imports of such goods may not be re- 
sumed until further notice. United Kingdom trade is

scrap). 

A further Decree of the same date prohibits the import 
into France, French Colonies and territories in Africa under 
French Mandate of all goods coming from Italy or Italian 
Possessions, with the exception of gold or silver bullion and 
coin, books, newspapers and periodicals, geographical or 
marine charts, and engraved or printed music. 

Natural or manufactured products originating in Italy or 
Italian Possessions which have been subject to a transforma- 
tion in another country, or which have been manufactured 


partly in Italy or Italian Possessions and partly in another ° 


country, are considered to fall within the scope of the pro- 
-hibition unless a proportion of 25 per cent. or more of the 
value of the goods at the moment when they left the last 
place of consignment is attributable to transformations 
effected since the products definitely left Italy or Italian 
Possessions,

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS: AMENDMENTS TO

LUXEMBURG 


APPLICATION OF FINANCIAL AND ECONOMIC 
SANCTIONS AGAINST ITALY AND ITALIAN 
POSSESSIONS 

The Luxemburg ‘‘ Memorial’ of November 18 contains 
three Grand-Ducal Decrees dated November 16, effective as 
from November 18, which put into operation Article 16 of 
the Covenant of the League of Nations in accordance with 
the resolution adopted at Geneva on October 14, 1935. 


Monetary PROHIBITIONS 


The Decree relative to financial operations prohibits the 
participation, either direct or indirect, in Loans or Loan 
Contracts issued by the Italian Government, other public 
bodies or private persons in Italy; subscriptions to shares, 
bonds or other capital isues; and the opening of bankers’ 
credits. 

Import PROHIBITIONS 


The import into Luxemburg (except. by special authority) 
of all merchandise of Italian origin (except gold and ingots) 
is prohibited. 

Export PRouIBITIONS 

The export of the following goods to Italy is prohibited 
except by special authority : — 

Horses, mules and asses. 

Rubber, raw, in sheets or slabs. 

Mineral ores of aluminium (bauxite, etc.), chromium, 
tin, iron, manganese, nickel, titanium, tungsten and 
vanadium; alumina (oxide of aluminium).

POSSESSIONS 


Three Decrees published in the issues of the ‘‘ Gaceta de 
Madrid ”’ for October 24 and 27 and November 18 put into 
operation as regards Spain the resolutions adopted by the 
Co-ordinating Committee at Geneva under Article 16 of the 
Covenant of the League of Nations. 


ARMS AND AMMUNITION 


The export to Italy or Italian possessions of the arms or 
ammunition set out in the Geneva resolution is prohibited. 


FINANCIAL 
Participation, either direct or indirect, in loans issued 
by the Italian Government, other public bodies or private 
persons in Italy; subscriptions to shares, bonds, or other 
capital issues; and the opening of bankers’ credits, are pro- 
hibited. 
Imports FRoM ITALY 
The import into Spain of all merchandise of Italian 
origin (except gold and silver coin and ingots) is prohibited. 
Personal belongings of travellers and: printed matter are 
also exempt from the prohibition. 


Exports to Itaty 
The export or re-export to Italy of the following is pro- 
hibited :—Horses, mules, asses, camels and all other trans- 
port animals; rubber, bauxite, aluminium, aluminium 
oxide, iron ore and scrap, chromium, manganese, nickel, 
titanium, tungsten, vanadium, the ores of these and iron 
alloys (such as ferro-molybdenum, ferro-silicon, ferro-silicon- 
manganese, ferro-silicon-manganese-aluminium), tin and 
tin ore. The mineral ores, wastes and alloys of all these 

metals are included in the prohibition. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period December 1 to 10, in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain, has been fixed at 139-11 per 
cent. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent., as notified in the ‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 
1930, being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, 
however, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold 
currency cheques.) 


IMPORT QUOTAS 


‘the ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for November 27 contains two 
Decrees regarding import quotas in Spain. 

The first fixes the amount of frozen meat which may be 
imported into Spain during 1936 at 11,100 metric quintals. 
This meat may only be imported provided that it is to be 
used for the manufacture of sausages. 

The second increases by 1,500 metric quintals the import 
quota for the present year for casein, treated with boric 
acid or mixed with other substances which render it in- 
edible (Tariff No. 953), which was announced on Janu- 
ary 30, 1935, at 14,000 metric quintals. 

The increase is due to expanding market demands for this 
product.

British Standard Electrodes. 

The issue by the British Standards Institution of two speci- 
fications, for electrodes, one relating to bare wire and the other 
to covered electrodes, will be received with considerable 
interest in the engineering industry where welded methods of 
construction are rapidly increasing. The specifications provide 
for electrodes suitable for welding wrought. iron or mild steel 
not exceeding 33 tons per square inch and in each specification 
there is ‘a range of grades appropriate to the class of work to 
be carried out. 

In the specification for bare wire electrodes there are thre 
grades and these are differentiated by the chemical composi- 
tion of the wire which is laid down in detail, 

In the specification for covered electrodes there are four 
grades which are differentiated according to, the mechanical 
properties obtained from all-weld-metal test pieces. The 
mechanical properties specified inelude the tensile renee 
elongation (on 3.54 D), Reduction of Area and Impact Value. 

No chemical composition, either of the core wire or of the 
flax covering is specified for covered electrodes, but a clause 
on strength and stability of the coating is included. 

For general information and in order to provide an approxi- 
mate means of comparison the probable mechanical properties 
obtainable from all-weld-metal test pieces with the bare wire 
electrodes are given in an appendix to that specification. 

Other requirements ineluded in both specifications relate to 
the size of core wire tolerance on size workability, number of 
tests, etc., while in an appendix to each details of alternative 
méthods by which the all-weld-metal test pieces can be 
obtained are given. 

These specifications have been given the numbers 640 and 
639 for the bare and covered electrodes respectively.

British Standard Specification for Finishing Air-Drying In- 
sulating Varnish for Electrical Purposes. 

It is not often realised that insulating varnishes are one 
of the most important of materials in electrical machinery, 
and are used either ‘as insulators themselves or to reinforce 
the insulation provided by the various fabrics and tapes which 
are commonly used in the manufacture of electrical machinery. 

The cost of the varnish is an almost negligible proportion 
of the value of the machine, yet the successful working of 
the latter depends almost entirely on the efficiency of the 
insulation, and it is here that the varnish plays its part. 

For all the more arduous duties, and on heavy machinery 
baking oil varnish is used, and a British specification for this 
varnish was published in 1930. 

For lower priced machines which are not subjected to severe 
stresses, and in repair shops, however, air-drying insulating 
varnish has proved popular. 

With a view to improving the properties of this type of 
varnish, the British Electrical and Allied Industrial Research 
Association carried out extensive research and requested the 
British Standards Institution to set up a Committee to prepare 
a B.S. Specification for air-drying insulating varnish based on 
the E.R.A. report on the results of their research, 

The resulting specification recognises two types of air- 
drying insulating varnish as follows :— 

1. Varnish with methylated spirit solvent. 

2. Varnish with non-alcoholic solvent. 

To comply with the specification varnish must satisfy 
specified tests for the following properties :— 

Percentage volatile matter, specific gravity, viscosity, dry- 
ing time, electric strength in damp atmosphere, ageing and 
flash point. 

The methdds of test are dealt with in appendices.

Standard Relays for Railway Signalling. 

The seventh and, for the time being, the final specification 
in the series of B.S. Specifications for relays for railway 
signalling, has just been issued by the British Standards In- 
stitution as No. 635-1935 Thermal-type Time-element Relays.

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer. 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manv- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com. 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms are urged to call upon 
the Department’s representatives abroad when they visit 
an overseas country. It is also important that they should 
make a point of their representatives abroad keeping in 
close touch with the Department’s officers.

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CANADA—UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
New Trade Agreement 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Canada—United States Trade Agreement, signed on November 15. 
The text of the Agreement is reproduced below. It should be noted that columns have been added to the Schedules 
to the Agreement showing respectively the present General and Intermediate Rates of duty under the Canadian Tariff 


and the present duties under the United States Tariff. 


It is understood that, as a result of the provisions of Article I of the Agreement, United States goods other than 
those set out in Schedule I will enjoy in Canada the Intermediate Rate of duty instead of the General Rate as 


formerly. 


TRADE AGREEMENT BETWEEN CANADA AND THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


His Majesty the King of Great Britain, Ireland and the 
British dominions beyond the Seas, Emperor of India, in 
respect of the Dominion of Canada, and the President of the 
United States of America, being desirous of facilitating and 
extending the commercial relations existing between Canada 
and the United States of America by granting mutual and 
reciprocal concessions and advantages for the promotion of 
trade, have resolved to conclude a Trade Agreement as a 
step toward the lowering of the barriers impeding trade 
between their two countries, and for this purpose have 
through their respective Plenipotentiaries agreed upon the 
following Articles : 


Articte I 


Canada and the United States of America will grant each 
other unconditional and unrestricted most-favoured-nation 
treatment in all matters concerning customs duties and sub- 
sidiary charges of every kind and in the method of levying 
duties, and, further, in all matters concerning the rules, 
formalities and charges imposed in connection with the clear- 
ing of goods through the customs, and with respect to all 
laws or regulations affecting the sale or use of imported 
goods within the country. 


Accordingly, natural or manufactured products having 
their origin in either of the countries shall in no case be 
subject, in regard to the matters referred to above, to any 
duties, taxes or charges other or higher, or to any rules or 
formalities other or more burdensome, than those to which 
the like products having their origin in any third country 
are or may hereafter be subject. 


Similarly, natural or manufactured products exported 
from the territory of Canada or the United States of 
America and consigned to the territory of the other country 
shall in no case be subject with respect to exportation and 
in regard to the above-mentioned matters, to any duties, 
taxes or charges other or higher, or to any rules or for- 
malities other or more burdensome, than those to which the 
like products when consigned to the territory of any third 
country are or may hereafter be subject. 


Any advantage, favour, privilege or immunity which has 
been or may hereafter be granted by Canada or the United 
States of America in regard to the above-mentioned matters, 
to a natural or manutactured product originating in any 
third country or consigned to the territory of any third 
country shall be accorded immediately and without compen- 
sation to the like product originating in or consigned to the 
territory of the United States of America or Canada, respec- 
tively, and irrespective of the nationality of the carrier. 


Anticte II 


Neither Canada nor the United States of America shall 
establish any prohibition or maintain any restriction on 
imports from the territory of the other country which is not 
applied to the importation of any like article originating in 
any third country. Any abolition of an import prohibition 
or restriction which may be granted even temporarily by 
either country in favour of an article of a third country 
shall be applied immediately and unconditionally to the 
like article originating in the territory of the other country. 
These provisions equally apply to exports. 


In the event of quantitative restrictions being established 
by either Canada or the United States of America for the 
importation of any article it is agreed that in the allocation 
of the quantity of restricted goods which may be authorised 
for importation, the other country will be granted a share 
equivalent to the proportion of the trade which it enjoyed in 





a previous representative period prior to the establishment 
of such quantitative restrictions. 


In all matters concerning the rules, formalities or charges 
imposed in connection with any form of quantitative restric- 
tion on the importation of any article, Canada and the 
United States of America agree to extend to each other 
every favour granted to a third country. 


ARTICLE IIT 


Articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the United 
States of America, enumerated and described in Schedule I 
annexed to this Agreement, shall, on their importation into 
Canada, be exempt from ordinary customs duties in excess 
of those set forth in the said Schedule. The said articles 
shall also be exempt from all other duties, taxes, fees, 
charges, or exactions, imposed on or in connection with im- 
portation in excess of those imposed on the day of the signa- 
ture of this Agreement or required to be imposed thereafter 
under laws of Canada in force on the day of the signature 
of this Agreement. 


Schedule I and the notes included therein shall have full 
force and effect as integral parts of this Agreement. 


ARTICLE IV 


Articles the growth, produce or manufacture of Canada, 
enumerated and described in Schedule II annexed to this 
Agreement, shall, on their importation into the United 
States of America, be exempt from ordinary customs duties 
in excess of those set forth and provided for in the said 
Schedule. The said articles shall also be exempt from all 
other duties, taxes, fees, charges, or exactions, imposed on 
or in connection with importation, in excess of those im- 
posed on the day of the signature of this Agreement or 
required to be imposed thereafter under laws of the United 
States of America in force on the day of the signature of 
this Agreement. 

Schedule II and the notes included therein shall have full 
force and effect as integral parts of this Agreement. 


ARTICLE V 


The provisions of Articles III and IV of this Agreement 
shall not prevent the Government of either country from 
imposing on the importation of any product a charge 
equivalent to an internal tax imposed on a like domestic 
product or on a commodity from which the imported pro- 
duct has been manufactured or produced in whole or in 
part. 


Artictze VI 


Articles the growth, produce or manufacture of Canada 
or the United States of America, shall, after importation 
into the other country, be exempt from all internal taxes, 
fees, charges or exactions other or higher than those payable 
on like articles of national origin or any other foreign 
origin. 

The provisions of this Article in regard to granting of 
national treatment shall not affect the laws now in force in 
Canada whereby leaf tobacco, spirits, beer, malt and malt 
syrup imported from abroad are subject to special taxes, 
nor shall they affect the applicability to goods produced or 
manufactured in the United States of America of special 
excise taxes imposed under existing provisions of the Special 
War Revenue Act. In these respects, however, most- 
favoured-nation treatment shall apply.

Anrticte VII 


No prohibitions, import or customs quotas, import 
licences, or any other form of quantitative regulation, 
whether or not operated in connection with any agency of 
centralised control, shall be imposed by Canada on the im- 
portation or sale of any article the growth, produce or 
manufacture of the United States of America enumerated 
and described in Schedule I, nor by the United States of 
America on the importation or sale of any article the 
growth, produce or manufacture of Canada enumerated and 
described in Schedule 11, except As specifically provided for 
in the said Schedules. 


The foregoing provision shall not apply to quantitative 
restrictions in whatever form impos@i by either country on 
the importation or sale of any a?ti@e the growth, produce 
or manufacture of the other co~ntJZy in conjunction with 
governmental measures operating td§regulate or control the 
production, market supply, orf pfices of like domestic 
articles, or tending to increase the ‘labour costs of produc- 
tion of such articles. Whenever the Government of either 
country proposes to establish or change any restriction 
authorised by this paragraph, it shall give notice thereof 
in writing to the other Government and shall afford such 
other Government an opportunity within thirty days after 
receipt of such notice to consult with it in respect of the 
proposed action; and if an agreement with respect thereto 
is not reached within thirty days following receipt of the 
aforesaid notice, the Government which proposes to take 
such action shall be free to do so at any time thereafter, 
and the other Government shall be free within fifteen days 
after such action is taken to terminate this Agreement in 
its entirety on thirty days’ written notice. 


Articte VIII 


In the event that Canada or the United States of America 
establishes or maintains a monopoly for the importation, 
production or sale of a particular commodity or grants ex- 
clusive privileges, formally or in effect, to one or more 
agencies to import, produce or sell a particular commodity, 
the Government of the country establishing or maintaining 
such a monopoly, or granting such monopoly privileges, 
agrees that in respect of the foreign purchases of such 
monopoly or agency the commerce of the other country 
shall receive fair and equitable treatment. To this end it is 
agreed that in making its foreign purchases of any product 
such monopoly or agency will be influenced solely by those 
considerations, such as price, quality, marketability, and 
terms of sale, which would ordinarily be taken into account 
by a private commercial enterprise interested solely in 
purchasing such product on the most favourable terms. 


Artictge IX 


The tariff advantages and other benefits provided for in 
this Agreement are granted by Canada and the United 
States of America to each other subject to the condition 
that if the Government of either country shall establish or 
maintain, directly or indirectly, any form of control of 
foreign exchange, it shall administer such control so as to 
insure that the nationals and commerce of the other country 
will be granted a fair and equitable share in the allotment 
of exchange. 

With respect to the exchange made available for com- 
mercial transactions, it is agreed that the Government of 
each country shall be guided in the administration of any 
form of control of foreign exchange by the principle that, 
as nearly as may be determined, the share of the total avail- 
able exchange which is allotted to the other country shall 
not be less than the share employed in a previous repre- 
sentative period prior to the establishment of any exchange 
control for the settlement of commercial obligations to the 
nationals of such other country. 


The Government of each country shall give sympathetic 
consideration to any representations which the other 
Government may make in respect of the application of the 
provisions of this Article. 


ARTICLE X 


In the event that a wide variation occurs in the rate of 
exchange between the currencies of Canada and the United 
States of America, the Government of either country, if it 
considers the variation so substantial as to prejudice the 
industries or commerce of the country, shall be free to 
propose negotiations for the modification of this Agreement ; 
and if an agreement with respect thereto is not reached 
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within thirty days following receipt of such proposal, the 
Government making such proposal shall be free to terminate 
this Agreement in its entirety on thirty days’ written 
notice. 


ARTICLE XI 


In the event that the Government of either country 
adopts any measure which, even though it does not conflict 
with the terms of this Agreement, is considered by the 
Government of the other country to have the effect of nulli- 
fying or impairing any object of the Agreement, the 
Government which has adopted any such measure shall con. 
sider such representations and proposals as the other 
Government may make with a view to effecting a mutually 
satisfactory adjustment of the matter. 


The Government of each country will accord sympathetic 
consideration to, and when requested will afford adequate 
opportunity for consultation regarding, such representations 
as the other Government may make with respect to the 
operation of customs regulations, quantitative restrictions 
or the administration thereof, the observance of customs 
formalities, and the application of sanitary laws and regu- 
lations for the protection of human, animal, or plant life. 


In the event that the Government of either country makes 
representations to the Government of the other country in 
respect of the application of any sanitary law or regulation 
for the protection of human, animal, or plant life, and if 
there is disagreement with respect thereto, a committee of 
technical experts on which each Government shall be repre- 
sented shall, on the request of either Government, be estab- 
lished to consider the matter and to submit recommenda- 
tions to the two Governments. 


ARTICLE XII 


Nothing in this Agreement shall be construed to prevent 
the adoption of measures prohibiting or restricting the 
exportation or importation of gold or silver, or to prevent 
the adoption of such measures as either Government may 
see fit with respect to the control of the export or sale for 
export of arms, ammunition, or implements of war, and, in 
exceptional circumstances, all other military supplies. 

Subject to the requirement that there shall be no arbitrary 
discrimination by either country against the other country 
in favour of any third country where similar conditions pre- 
vail, the provisions of this Agreement shall not extend to 
prohibitions or restrictions (1) imposed on moral or humani- 
tarian grounds; (2) designed to protect human animal or 
plant life; (3) relating to prison-made goods; (4) relating to 
the enforcement of police or revenue laws; (5) directed 
against mis-branding, adulteration, and other fraudulent 
practices, such as are provided for in the pure food and 
drug laws of either country; and (6) directed against unfair 
practices in import trade. 


ArticLte XIII 


Except as otherwise provided in the second paragraph of 
this Article, the provisions of this Agreement relating to the 
treatment to be accorded by Canada and the United States 
of America, respectively, to the commerce of the other 
country, shall not apply to the Philippine Islands, the Virgin 
Islands, American Samoa, the Island of Guam or to the 
Panama Canal Zone. 

The provisions of this Agreement regarding most-favoured- 
nation treatment shall apply to articles the growth, produce 
or manufacture of any territory under the sovereignty or 
authority of Canada or the United States of America, im- 
ported from or exported to any territory under the 
sovereignty or authority of the other country. It is under- 
stood, however, that the provisions of this paragraph do not 
apply to the Panama Canal Zone.- 


The advantages now accorded or which may hereafter be 
accorded by the United States of America, its territories and 
possessions and the Panama Canal Zone exclusively to one 
another or the Republic of Cuba shall be excepted from the 
operation of this Agreement. The provisions of this para- 
graph shall continue to apply in respect of any advantages 
now or hereafter accorded by the United States of America, 
its territories or possessions or the Panama Canal Zone to 
the Philippine Islands irrespective of any change in the 
political status of the Philippine Islands. 


The advantages now accorded or which may hereafter be 
accorded by Canada exclusively to other territories under 
the sovereignty of His Majesty the King of Great Britain, 
Ireland and the British dominions beyond the Seas, Emperor 
of India, or under His Majesty’s suzerainty or protection, 
shall be excepted from the operation of this Agreement.

ArTICLE XIV 


he Government of each country reserves the right to 
withdraw or to modify the concession granted on any article 
under this Agreement, or to impose quantitative restrictions 
on any such article if, as a result of the extension of such 
concession to third countries, such countries obtain the 
major benefit of such concession and-in consequence thereof 
an unduly large increase in importations of such article 
takes places: Provided, That before the Government of 
either country shall avail itself of the foregoing reserva- 
tion, it shall give notice in writing to the other Government 
of its intention to do so, and shall afford such other Govern- 
ment an opportunity within thirty days after receipt of 
such notice to consult with it in respect of the proposed 
action, and in respect of such compensatory modifications of 
the terms of the present Agreement as may be appropriate ; 
and if an Agreement with respect thereto is not reached

The present Agreement shal] be ratified by His Majesty 
the King of Great Britain, Ireland and the British domi- 
nions beyond the Seas, Emperor of India, in respect of the 
Dominion of Canada, and shall be proclaimed by the Presi- 
dent of the United States of America. 

The provisions of Article I and of Articles III and IV, 
respectively, shall, subject to the reservations and excep- 
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respect of Canada as provided in the first paragraph of this 
Article. : 

The entire Agreement shall come into force on the day 
of the exchange of the proclamation and ratification’ at 
Ottawa. The Agreement shall remain in force until Decem- 
ber 31, 1938, subject to the provisions of Article VII, Article 
X and Article XIV. 


Unless at least six months before December 31, 1938, the 
Government of either country shall have given to the other 
Government notice of intention to terminate the Agreement 
on that date, the Agreement shall remain in force thereafter, 
subject to the provisions of Article VII, Article X, and 
Article XIV, until six months from such time as the Govern- 
ment of either country shall have given notice to the other 
Government.

Sir: 

At the moment of signature of the Trade Agreement 
between Canada and the United States of America, I am 
directed by the Secretary of State for External Affairs to 
state for the information of your Government that it is the 
intention of His Majesty’s Government in Canada to invite 
Parliament at its next session to enact legislation amending 
the provisions of the Customs Act presently fixing the 
methods of determining the value of merchandise for duty 
purposes, as a step toward the realization of their declared 
objective of eliminating arbitrary executive interference 
with the normal courses of trade. They propose, at the first 
opportunity, to press forward with the reform of the admini- 
strative provisions of the Customs Act with this end in 
view, and believe that the modifications which they have 
had in mind and which have been discussed with repre- 
sentatives of your Government will stabilize and safeguard 
the value of the mutual concessions in rates of duty incor- 
porated in to-day’s Agreement. 

In revising the methods of determining the value of mer- 
chandise for duty purposes the following principles, among 
others, will be incorporated in the contemplated amendments 
to the Customs Act of Canada: 


(a) The value for duty established under authority of 
Section 36 (2) will not include an advance for selling cost or 
profit greater than that which in the ordinary course of 
business under normal conditions of trade, is added, in the 
case of goods similar to the particular goods under considera- 
tion, by manufacturers or producers of goods of the same 
class or kind in the country of export. 


(b) No rate of discount established under Section 37 will 
operate to increase the value for duty of any goods beyond 
the price at which such or similar goods are freely offered for 
sale to purchasers at the time and place of shipment in the 
country of export, in the usual quantities and in the 
ordinary course of trade. 


_(c) In the case of any value for duty which may be estab- 
lished under authority of Section 43, other than those pro- 
vided for in Schedule I of the Trade Agreement signed 
to-day, opportunity will be afforded for appeal to the Tariff 
Board respecting any such value in order to ascertain and 
make public the finding whether, to what extent, and for 
what period, such value may be required to prevent the im- 
portation of the goods into Canada from prejudicially or 
injuriously affecting the interests of Canadian manufac- 
turers and producers. 


(d) In interpreting the words “of a class or kind made 
or produced in Canada,” provision will be made to make 
it clear that the phrase ‘‘ made or produced in Canada” 
in this context means ‘‘ made or produced in Canada in com- 
mercial quantities” and arrangements will be made for 
Biving adequate notice of the transfer, for customs pur- 
poses, of a product from the category, ‘‘ not of a class or 











kind made or produced in Canada ”’ to the category ‘‘ of a 
class or kind made or produced in Canada.” 

Pending the entry into force of amendments to the Cus- 
toms Act incorporating the substance of the foregoing prin- 
ciples, the competent Departments of the Canadian Govern- 
ment will, to the extent of their administrative discretion, 
give the fullest possible effect to these general principles in 
the administration of the Act. 

In the meantime, and pending the entry into force of the 
legislative changes foreshadowed in this Note, the Canadian 
Government are prepared as from the Ist January, 1936, to 
cancel the values for duty purposes, established under 
authority of Section 43 of the Customs Act of Canada and 
now applicable to the undermentioned goods, the produce or 
manufacture of the United States, on importation into 
Canada:

I am further directed to state that the Canadian Govern- 
ment propose to invite Parliament to permit the entry free 
of duty and charges of incidental purchases by residents of 
Canada returning from the United States of America, not 
exceeding the value of one hundred dollars, under regula- 
tions, particularly as to the frequency of suchtentry and 
duration of visits, to be prescribed, for such time as treat- 
ment substantially equivalent to that now in effect is ac- 
corded by the Government of the United States of America 
to incidental purchases by residents of that country return- 
ing from Canada.
